That there is much unreasonableness, in the minds of 
many fellow-Americans, regarding the Catholic Church's 
attitude toward education, is a fact that cannot be denied. 
The evidence of this unreasonableness can be found easily, 
comes from all parts of the country and is not confined to 
any particular state of life. This prejudice against the 
Church is fanned, to a white heat, in the hearts of the illiter- 
ate and illogical, by the lurid, unfair, and cheap publications 
whose sole purpose; so the editors claim, is to save America 
from Catholic domination. The ludicrous attempts of these 
greedy editors would be amusing were not their effects upon 
their readers so distressingly un-American. Such publica- 
tions make the most ridiculous statements and the dear 
people are expected to accept them without question. It 
matters not that these statements are foolish, that they are 
without foundation, that they are products of distorted, 
illogical minds, these editors and publishers know their 
readers and know what appeals to them; hence it is not 
strange that the cheap, abusive periodicals would instil! in 
the minds of their readers such a hatred of the Catholic 
Church that they lose al! sense of fairness. 

Since our last Educational! issue we have observed many 
evidences of such unfairness. Two instances will suffice to 
illustrate our contention. Both communications are anony- 
mous, of course. No one likes to sign his name to an article 
that is so unfair and ridiculous that it would meet with the 
condemnation of the generality of his fellowmen. 

In the one communication the writer questions the right 
of Catholic men and women to teach in the public schools. 
This attitude, which is by no means restricted, but quite 
universal, is viciously un-American. It is contrary to the 
most sacred spirit of our Constitution. The public school 
system is so named because it is designed to educate the 
children of all people irrespective of race or creed. The 
taxpayer, or the son or daughter of the taxpayer, who is 
otherwise qualified to teach young America, has a right to 
seek a position in the schools of our land, even though he 
was educated elsewhere. School Boards have a right 
to inquire into and should insist upon requisite qualifica- 
tions; but no Schoo! Board, no public official, no illiterate, 
bombastic editor, has a right to deny a position in the schools 
of our land by proscribing him because of his religious 
affiliations. To do so is un-American. 

Another communication, in response to our calling at- 
tention to the thousands of non-Catholics in Catholic schools, 
counters with a statement that thousands of Catholics at- 
tend the Protestant public schools. We resent the term, 
“Protestant” public schools, as we resent the implication 
that this is a Protestant country. The only Protestant 
schools that can be properly so called are those that are con- 
ducted by the efforts and under the auspices of some Prot- 
estant denomination. Most of the colleges and universities, 
existing in our country today, began as religious schools 
under the protection of a religious denomination. Those 
were genuinely Protestant schools. But the public school, 
which was rightly designed to give all children the oppor- 
tunity of gaining an education, cannot be rightly termed 


Protestant. Religion is not taught in the public schools for 
the reason that educators and statesmen and parents agree 
that religion cannot be injected into the curriculum when 
the very teaching of religion would wound the religious con- 
victions of many patrons.
